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PREJUDICE AND PERSECUTION. 

War the different pages which constitute the world’s history are laid 
bare, and we carefully and calmly view the different movements—religious, 
social, and political, of which the history is composed, we are constrained 
to stand aghast in horror at the results of préjudice, which are so wofully 
apparent. The spirit of prejudice is a fetter which binds men’s souls, 
warps their judgments, and induces them to scruple at nothing, 80 that 
they be but enabled to injure those against whom they are prejudiced. — 

Beginhitig with the days of our blessed Redeemer, we find that the 
Saduoces and Pharisees, not being able to controvert the doctrines which 
He taught; and failing signally in all their attempts to ensnare Him by 
menns of those artifices which a worldly education placed at their com- 
mand, yet they were enabled, by the careful circulation, of false — 
calumnibus stories, raise such a storm of prejudice against Him, 
the populace, i in a frenzy of passion, cried “away with Him,” an He | 
whose sole crime was that His heart was all pity and love, was srucitied 
as a common malefactor. | 

‘His followers shared the same fate. When the most wicked and im- 
pious monster that ever lived, yclept the Emperor Nero Domitius, in a fit 
dt demonaical madness set fire to Rome, and from the tower of Macaenas 
watched the awful conflagration, and gloated over the fearful scene; still 
hé who was known by all his subjects to be such an incarnate demon, was 
enabled to use his own mad act as a weapon with which to inflaine 

the popular mind, and to prejudice them against the Christians to such 
an extent, that the most terrible persecution the world ever witnessed 
was the result. 
From the time of Nero until that of Constantine, one long series of per- 
sectations took place. The popular passion satiated for a time, and the 

* appetite for Christian blood having been glutted, the persecution would 
for & period cease; but it was only the lull which preceded the storm, atid 
the persecution broke out again in unbridled fury. 

When Constantine became a convert to Christianity,” ‘and to de 


’ Qhrigtian was no longer to be despised, the spirit of prejudice for La 
space seemed to have departed. It was only for a time, however. Julian 
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the apestate succeeded: Constantine, and the Christian? world divided 
against itself, each faction left no stone unturned to prejudice and inflame 
men's minds against the other, and rancorous persecution was the dire 
result. And those who but so recently had suffered under the Pagans of 
— were not more charitable or less heathen in their treatment of. one 
another. 
About the year 1000 A. D., gross corruption existing in the Church of 
Reme, Berengarius boldly advocated a return to the primitive simplicity 
— — ‘The Pepe Alexander III viewed with alarm the 
rapid growth of the “schism,” and readily found a powerful · vea on in 
the use of prejudice. He employed a number of his Cardinale ta write 
libelous and corrupt falsehoods about the Berengarians, with the resul 
that another fierce:jpersecution followed, resulting in the almost —_ 
extinction of the “heretics.” Another schism sprang up shertly after-- 
the Waldenses—only, however, to meet with similar treatment. And 
later on the Albigenses met with the same reception, The two last per- 
secutsons lasted for 400 years, from 1200 A. D., to 1620 A.D. It was 
during this period that that infernal tribunal known as the Inquisition 
sprang into existence, and with the horrid details of which we shall pro- 
bably never be fully acquainted, until that day when all secrets shall be 
Shortly after the great Reformation took place, the 
oenturtes one long, unabated series of persecutions. It might have been 
expected that those who seceded from the Church of Rome on the ground 
that it was corrupt, would have left prejudice and persecution behind 
them. Such, however, was so far from being the case, that it is a moot 
point which of the contending religions evinced the most bigotry, or prac- 
tised the worst form of persecution. 
To come down to our own day, we find the same blind spirit of preju- 
dice rampant over the civilized world. The religion of the Latter-day 
Saints differs in no particular from that which our Redeemer preached on 
the earth. Yet the same blind spirit is manifested towards it, and the 
same treatment is acoorded it. Every day we find wicked men who muat 
know they are not speaking or writing the truth, circulating disgragetul 
stories about our religion. It has become almost a void ag well as a 
vulgar truism to say that our times are characterized by a spirit of scepti- 
cism. But when false stories, which bear the impress of fabrication, are 
circulated about Latter-day Saints, the spirit of scepticism seems to 
vanish, and to be replaced by one of the most gullible credulity. _ 
Tho people are being slowly educated to believe that Mormoniam” ia a 
mare and adelusion. Argument is not used, for no one can prove by 
logic, however subtle, that our religion i is not true. But, like the Phavi- 
sees of old, failing to make any impression upon our doctrines, calumnies 
are freely circulated, and people are broadly told that physical force is 
the only way to get rid of us. We are sorry for this, for we do not doubt 
but that the time will shortly come when the popular mind will readily 
itself in resorting to violence. We care not for ourselves, for we 
w we have the truth; but it is sad to reflect what the consequences 
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will be to those who allow any man or men to have such sway over them, 
as to induce them to do that which an honest and fair investigation of 
our doctrines would preclude them from attempting. But when people 
are content to allow themselves to be prejudiced, they must rest content, 
as best they may, when the consequences overtake them, — 
be the case. 

We see the result of prejudice in the treatment which is being ere 
pe our brethren in Utah and Idaho by the United States Government—a 
government which has succeeded in an incredibly short space of time in 
making itself, through transparent corruption and n ,

came to hand by the last mail. Was 
very glad to receive some instructions 

in regard to my labors for which I 
had been looking so long.

The Raymond coach, recently put on the streets by the Grant Brother» 
Company, is the only one of its kind in America, and was built after one that 
was on exhibition in the Paris exposition. It is not one of the finest in 
America, but the finest. The outfit as it stands on the street, including six 
horses, harness, &c., represents the sum of $6;000. It promises to be the most 
popular vehicle in Utah, and the enterprise of the company in giving Salt Lake 
such a turnout is favorably commented on by all. 

On Tuesday, May 27th, Mr. T. R. Ellerbeck and others were up p City Creek 
Canyon, trying the operation of a new white powder which is being highly 
recommended to sportsmen. It is much stronger than the ordinary gun- 
powder, and is claimed to be better for use. The weapon used was a Smith 
and Wesson revolver, and as Mr. Ellerbeck was in the act of firing a shot, the 
explosion burst the cylinder into a number of pieces, blowing the gentleman’s 
right hand index finger off at the first joint, and splintering the bone above, 
so that it had to be amputated at the next joint. 


On Tuesday night, May 27th, the fire fiend opened out at Smithfield, Cache 
County, completely devouring the post office and contents, and came near 
eatching the postmaster’s wife and two children in its destructive jaws. At 
eleven o’clock, as the people were leaving Professor Alexanders lecture, the 
fire was first discovered. The post office is located in the back apartment of 
a private dwelling, where the postmaster and family reside. The lady was 
horrified, on awaking, to find the house in flames.

The place was soon alive with an excited 
crowd who rushed in the building with the determination of rescuing 
everything in their power. Letters and all kinds of mail matter was strewn 
over the street. Very little stuff was saved, however, as the structure was 
made entirely of wood and was soon reduced to a small heap of ashes. The 
shivering lady and her children were provided with clothing, and removed to 
comfortable quarters for the night. The post office is now at the old place 
from which it was removed.

Gunnison, May 29, 1990. —{Correspondence of the Deseret Neis. The 
dam of our large reservoir at the mouth of six mile creek, broke the night 
before last, occasioned, it is believed, by the steel culvert giving way in the 
joint nearest the valve. The loss of water, the expenditure on repairing, and 
the putting in of a new culvert and valve, together with the damages on the 
bridges, canals, eta, will amount to about $25,000. But for the fortunate loca- 
tion of the dam, in front of which the Sanpitch river runs through a narrow 
passage, the damage to property and growing crops might have been many 
times multiplied. It can only be a question of time when all irrigation 
waters not needed for immediate use will be stored up; we must learn to build 
reservoirs that will not break. Members of our enterprising board have al- 
ready gone to Salt Lake to make arrangements for the putting in of new 
machinery immediately, if possible, so as to fill the reservoir again. Sarplus 
water is still comiag down from the mountains.
